14, 1942, She was married Nov. 8, 
1933,to Pascal Costa Scala of 
Utica in Milford, Pa. 

Mrs. Scala brought action 
against Scala prior to the divorce, 
to have his name stricken from a 
deed of real estate. She obtained 
an interlocutory decree before 
Justice Zoller in Supreme Court, 
Herkimer. 

After their marriage in 1933 
the Scalas resided at the Hind 
family residence at Maple and 
York, the property which was 
involved in the deed transaction. 

Provisions under the decree 
were that Mrs. Scala might re- 
sume the name of Ann Hind and 
that she might remarry but Scala 
was prohibited from remarrying 
during her lifetime except by ex- 
press permission of the court. 

Mrs. Hind was married in 1926 
to Hind, the industrialist and 
stamp collector. Most famous of 
the stamps in the philatelist’s col- 
lection was the British Guiania 
stamp. 

Married in November of that 
year, a full Thanksgiving dinner 
was served after the ceremony, 
performed by the Rev. Philip 
Smead Bird, D.D., then pastor of 
First Presbyterian Church. : 

Prior to her marriage to Hind, 
president of the Hind & Harrison 
Plush Company, Clark Mills, she 
was Mrs. Anna Leet McMahon. 

World attention came to the 
Hinds with the industrialist’s ac- 
quisition of the valuable stamp. It 
was considered the rarest in ex- 
istence. It occupied a place of at- 
tention at the World’s Fair in 
New York in 1940. 

Mrs. Hind (then Mrs. Scala) 





with an armored car carrying the 
stamp, because the insurance pol- 
icy required the stamp be trans- 
ported in an armored car with 
guards. , 

Following the death of Hind the 
widow had many offers for the 
stamp. Hind died at Miami Beach 
in 1933. The stamp was the last 
piece in the collection to be dis-

Huge Postal Surplus 
Piled Up By Walker 


Washington, D. C., June 26— 
Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker last night sent to the 
Treasury Department a check for 
$51,102,579—the largest single 
payment to the Treasury for pos- 
tal surpluses he has made. 

The check brought to the $150- 
000,000 mark payments from sur- 
pluses for the fiscal year which 
will end on Saturday, June 30, 
when Mr. Walker retires as 
Postmaster General. 

For the fiscal year which end- 
ed June 30, 1943, the Post Office 
Department had a surplus of $1,- 
334,551. This was the first sur- 
plus in 24 years. It was followed 
by a $37,768,028 surplus in 1944. 

The sums with which the Postal 
Service was dealing became so 
large that Mr. Walker, during the 
present fiscal year, inaugurated 
the practice of paying surpluses 
into the Treasury at the end of 
each quarter. 

The check mailed yesterday 
brought to $189,102,579 payments 
to the Treasury from postal sur- 
pluses during the time that Mr. 
Walker has served as Postmaster 
General,

Washington, D. C., June 16— 
General Mark Clark, who com- 
manded the Fifth States Army in 
Italy, called upon Postmaster Gen- 
eral Frank C. Walker yesterday 
afternoon. General Clark related 
to Mr. Walker some interesting 
incidents in connection with the 
successful campaign in Italy, re- 
sulting in the complete rout of the 
German and Italian armies. 

General Clark, who is an ar- 
dent stamp collector, then asked if 
he might look over his collection 
which has been kept up to date 
since his absence in Italy, by Mrs. 
Lena Shawen, in the office of the 
Chief of the Stamp Division. The 
collection was brought down to 
the Postmaster General’s office, 
and General Clark spent some 
time looking over the pages in 
his stamp album. He expressed his 
deep appreciation for the man- 
ner in which the album had been 
kept up to date, including the 
issues of all United States post- 
age stamps for the past three 
years. 

During his visit, several pic- 
tures were taken of the General 
and Postmaster General Walker. 

“Maybe I owe you some money” 
the General said, turning to Mrs, 
Shawen. “I’ve got some now, giv- 
en to me by Mrs. Clark.” 

He was assured that he was 
up to date in his payments for 
the stamps procured for him,

The Ecuadorian Philatelic Soci- 
ety also lists the % real in aniline 
blue ink, which was another war- 
time substitute, This ink smeared 
over the paper imparting a gran- 
ite-like, blue surface, and also 
stained through in spots. This is 
not the real blue paper type. 
Estrella also offers to buy com- 
plete sets of the 1894 and the 1895 
issues, and states, “No Seebecks”.

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DEALING IN THE DEALER— 
We have spent some time in the 
past month with a dealer who is 
paying us a small stipend to be- 
come the Dew Pearson of philate- 
ly. In other words, we are suppos- 
ed to look into some crystal ball 
and predict “things to come” in 
philately, or which stamps will be} 
worth a fortune in the same time 
it takes to bat an eyelash. It'll be 
a nice trick if we can do it. 

But what is more important is 
that this month has given us a 
real opportunity of learning some 
of the insides of philately and 
stamp dealing, which the average 
collector never learns. (How can I 


@) 





be an average collector when I 
haven’t even 2a set of Zepps?) 
Never-the-less, it may interest 
you to know some of the prob- 


‘lems of the stamp dealer. For in- 
stance, he is hard pressed at the} 


moment to obtain good stamp hin- 
ges, glassine envelopes for en- 
closing sets and orders, and even 
approval cards are difficult to 
obtain. Office assistance which is 
always difficult because of the 
complex nature of  philately is 
doubly hard today. If you can’t 
get a girl with enough brains to 
mix a coke or a chocolate soda, 
you can imagine what a time it is 
with a lass who tries to tell one 
stamp from another. 

In normal times deaiers obtain 
their material from wholesalers or 
through purchasing the collection 
of someone who has passed on or 
who has decided they need the 
money more, than the collection. 
Today, if someone passes. on, 
someone in the family gets the 
album and if anyone is earning 
a dollar or two they are not selling 
their collection. Therefore mater- 
ial is seldom obtained in this 
manner. There are, of course, the 
usual people who have been sav- 
ing the common stamps _ from 
their mail and believe them to be 
worth a fortune, or the kids who 
believe the ads they read, send 
for a cheap packet, and_ after 
holding it for two years imagine 
their collection is worth more 
than the ist National Bank. So 
the dealer turns to the wholesaler. 
Did I say wholesaler? Who am I 
kidding? You can count the legi- 
timate wholesalers on the fingers 
of either of your hands and you 
are through for with the excep- 
tion of H. E. Harri & Co., J. & H. 
Stolow, Stamp Import and Export 
and a few more, there is no such 
animal as a wholesaler. Yes, there 
somewhere between fifty and a 
hundred “wholesale” houses who 
specialize in one country or whose 
stock consists of six stamps from 
a half hundred nations, but they 
are the worlds worst business men 
who are either so busy playing 
gin rummy or attempting to find 
out what time the first passenger 
boat leaves for Germany, that to 
make any sense out of what they 
write in their poor penmanship, 
or to attempt to get them to an- 
swer a telegram or a_ series of 
questions written in a letter, is as 
simple as getting a Jap to give up. 

Some of these “wholesalers” 
make a specialty of new issues 
of stamps and send material via 
un-insured or non-registered mail.

Philippine Guerilla | 
Forces Provide Their

It will be some years before the | 


complete history of the valiant | 
fight made by the Philipinos for | 
the reconquest of their homeland 
is fully told. 

Stamp collectors are of course 
interested in the part of this his- 
tory that has to do with stamps 
and the postal service and there 
was doubtless a system of some 
sort and perhaps stamps or an 
official seal for letters and cor- 
respondence even among these 
gallant fighters. 

Evidence that they had a cur- 
rency which they created and 
which was used among the guer- 
illas in the field is shown by 
the above illustration of a twenty 
centavo note. 

This note, done on a fine and 
tough quality of rag paper, is by 
the mimeographic or other type- 
writer transfer process as it is 
typewriting and 
bears a large “20c” rubber stamp- 
ed in the middle of the note in 
violet ink. Also a circular seal in 
violet and is signed by three of- 
ficers as indicated at bottom. 





If, by any chance the material 


threat of a law suit over the head 
of the dealer. Most of them fail to 
give proper credits when mer- 
chandise is defective and almost 
none of them remit for the portion 
of the order that is sent and 
which they are unable to fill. Oh 
yes, my mail is clogged with col- 
lectors complaining about dealers 
who advertise and cannot fill 
their orders. You ought to see the 
wholesalers magazine arrive in 
the. middle west on a Friday (and 
in New York on Monday) and 
see the dealer send in an order 
for $20 which arrives in New 
York the same day tie publica- 
tion reaches the mass of dealers 
in the east, only to be returned 
with 50 per cent of the items “sold 
out”. The truth being, the “whole- 
saler’”’ never had the items, but 
used them to make his ad more 
impressive. Few wholesalers make 
refunds by check, almost always 
by “credit slip”, which is more 
than often lost in the debris that 
clogs up the desk of the average 
dealer. It may interest you to 
know that there is not one whole- 
than one-third of the U. S. items 
sale house that can supply more 
listed in the catalogue and that 
there is no wholesaler who can 
supply even 5 per cent of the 
British Colonies in used condition 
and there is no wholesaler who 
can supply even 1 per cent of all 
the stamps listed in Scott's. 

So the next time you think 
you’d like to become a dealer in 
postage stamps, it might be a good 
idea to leave the field to the boys 
who are in it now, and find 
something else to give you gray 
hairs.

MERCHANDISING OF POSTAGE STAMPS—By Jacques Minkus 
Everyone who knows anything about stamps knows that Jac- 
ques Minkus is the man who made the big Gimbel Brothers stamp 
department in the Gimbel store in New York City and the city is 
full of dealers who envy the tremendous business done by this ‘store.

they will lend stability and interest to the hobby. 

The article by Mr. Minkus is one that could be read with profit 
by every stamp dealer in the United States. It states plain facts 
about merchandising stamps, which after all is not so much dif- 
ferent than merchandising any other item. 

The chief thing being to treat the customer right whether he be 
man or boy and whether he spends one dollar or one hundred dol- 
lars. Many of these boys will soon grow up and many will collect 
stamps in later years when they too can spend one hundred dollars 
and dealers who build for future business should remember this. 

Here is splendid opportunity for the newer and younger men 
in the stamp trade. You who expect to live for another thirty to fifty 
years will be doing business with the boy of today when he is the 
man of tomorrow if you treat him right today. 

Mr. Minkus also takes a job at those dealers who feel it a good 
stroke of business to take everything they can get from a customer 
and for anything they can foist on him, such as Richileu stamps 
and like junk, 

It will pay any stamp men to read this article by Mr. Minkus, 
but best of all to head it and to begin now to realize that the stamp 
trade is a big business practice. 

The one great outstanding example of what can be done in 
stamps is best exemplified by the rise of young Henry Harris who 
a mere boy thirty years ago, went into the stamp business with a 
determination to make a business out of it and has built one of the 
greatest stamp selling organizations in the world.

posed of. The remainder of the 
stamps were sold at auction and 
were reputed to have realized 
more than a million dollars in the 
depth of the depression. The best 
offer made for the stamp was 
$43,000 but she refused. It was 
taken there in May, 1940, and on 
Aug. 8, 1940, it was announced 
Macy’s Department Store in New 
York had purchased it for an un- 
named client. 

Hind was born in 1856, the 
same year in which the stamp was 
issued. The value of the stamp 
lay in the fact that it was printed 
by mistake, since there was no 
use at the time for a one-cent 
stamp in British Guinana and the 
form was soon destroyed. 

About 1880 the stamp came into 
the possession of Vernon Vaug- 
han, a collector who found it while 
looking over old family papers. 
He recognized it as having some 
value but thought he could find 
duplicates elsewhere in the pap- 
ers. He sold the cachet to a small 
collector for six shillings. 

It found its way into the col- 
lection of Count Philippe La Ren- | 
oitiere von Ferray. It remained 
there for 44 years. He never sold 


| the manufacturer both claimed
